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Provided that nothing herein ſhall extend to diſturb or prejudice Bryan mc, Hugh of 

in the county of Fermanagh, who having ſubmitted himſelf, and ſince done good 
ſervice, is received into their Mayeſties mercy. And to the end that no perſon ar perſons 
may hereby ſuffer who ſhall conceive him or thernſelves innocent of the crimes above-na- 
med,and every of them; And is or are willing to ſubmit him or themſclves to Their Ma- 
Xſties juſtice to be tryed for ſuch crimes and offences as ſhall be laid to his or their charge 
according to the Laws of the Land. We da hereby dire and require ſuch perſon or per- 
ſons and every of thcm to render themſelves before the Twenty Fifth day of this inſtant 
December to fome one of Their Majeſties Juſtices of the Peace, or High Sheriff of the coun- 
ty where ſuch perſons do reſpeQively inhabit, to be ſecured and dealt with according to 
Law. And whereas it appears to us that the numbers of Tories are increaſed by the fault of 
ſeveral Juitices of the Peace who have lett many of them, and other Felans to Bayl in ſome 
caſes where they were not bayleable by Law, and in other caſes upon very inſufficient ic- 
curity, and have neglected their duty in not cauſing the Conſtable and other Officers to

keep Watch and Ward, and raiſe Hue and Cry according to the Laws of this Kingdom, 


and have nat put in Execution as they qught Our Proclamation of the 182h day of Augaſt, 


1693, which required them to apprehend the popiſh pretended pariſh Pricſt, of ſuch pa- 
ry <1 place where any tuch Tarts, 1 Rapparees or Robbers were or ſhould bs ts 
be haſt out upan their keep! And the Wives, Fathers, Mathers, Brothers and Sons gf 
ſuch Tories, Rapparees or out upon their keeping, and ſuch other perſons whom 
they ſhould ſuſpeft to harbour, hide, canceal, relieve, tuccour, countenance or encourage 
ſuch Offenders, and him and them to, commit to the common Goal of the County where 
ſuch perſons do reſide or ſhould be taken, there to remain until ſuch Tories, Rapparees or 
Robbers ſhould be taken or killed, or the ſaid parties committed be thence diſcharged by 

due courſe of Law. We do therefore hereby require all and every the Juſtices of the Peace, 

and other Magiſtrates in their reſpetive Counties and Juriſdiftions, ſtriftly to perform 
their duty in the above particulars; hereby ing that we will make ſtri& enquiry 

into their behaviour in the and take care that ſuch as ſhall offend therein be re- 
moved out of the Commiſſion of the Peace, and be proſecuted for their ſaid offences and  _ 
negletts with the utmoſt ſeverity of the Laws. And We require and command the Judges NP EY 
of Aſſize, and Juſtices of the Peace to cauſe this Our Proclamation to be. pablickly Read | 
and Proclaimed in open Court, at their reſpeftive Aſſizes and QuartersSefſions in every. + iu :
